When  one  thinks  of  science,  he  is  baffled  by  the  equations,  classi¬ 
fying  names,  philosophers’  laws,  and  the  new  methods  of  chemistry. 
This  one  problem  that  the  student  might  overcome  in  the  science 
department.  Our  science,  teachers  are  here  to  impart  their  knowl¬ 
edge  of  each  branch  of  the  course.  Subjects  offered  at  East  in  the 
science  department  include  Physical  Science,  Biology,  Chemistry  or 
Physics.  The  first  two  courses  named  are  required  and  are  very  im¬ 
portant  in  preparing  for  the  latter  two.

As  at  schools  throughout  the  country,  one  year  of  Physical 
Education  is  required.  The  program  provides  Physical  Educa¬ 
tion  for  girls  as  well  as  boys.  Because  the  gym  is  not  yet  com¬ 
pleted,  the  students  are  given  exercises  outside  and  are  allowed 
to  participate  in  all  sorts  of  recreation  —  ranging  from  volley¬ 
ball  to  rope  jumping.  Classroom  work  includes  the  study  of  the 
human  body,  its’  parts  and  functions.  The  Physical  Education 
program  includes  everyone  at  some  time  during  high  school 
and  is  enjoyed  by  most  everyone.
